Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regards to applicant's argument that 
Okumura does not disclose a uniform supply of gas to the surface of a wafer, it is noted that Okumura teaches in col. 8, II. 4-10 that " the 
process gas is uniformly injected onto many wafers 52 disposed on the boat 43 by the injector 47", thus Okumura discloses the uniform 
supplu of the gas. With regards to applicant's argument that the electrodes are included in the embodiment 1 and should not be relied 
upon as they refer to an alternate embodiment, it is noted that the deposition step is performed in the apparatus of example 1 or example 
2, furthermore it is noted that disclosed examples and preferred embodiments do not constitute a teaching away from a broader 
disclosure or nonpreferred embodiments.
